EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Allan Marshall on 7/14/2010. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

Claim 35, line 4 is amended to delete the word nonionic and will recite "said 
sanitizing formulation consisting essentially of one or more surfactants," 

Claim 35, line 5 is amended to change the range of ethylenediaminetetraacetic 
acid to "about 0.01% to about 5.0 % by weight" 

Claim 35, line 6 is amended to add "wherein the one or more surfactants consist 
of one or more nonionic surfactants;" 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior 35 
USC 1 03 rejection over Harrison in view of Sherry and Sherry in view of Harrison does 
not teach a sanitizing composition that consists essentially of 
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• one or more surfactants wherein the surfactants consist of one or more noninonic 
surfactants 

• about 0.01 % to about 0.4% by weight of at least one benzalkonium halide 

• about 0.01 % to about 5.0 % EDTA and a solvent 

• wherein the formulation has a pH of greater than 8. 

Harrison includes anionic surfactants in the composition and is directed at a 
composition with a low pH versus the pH above 8 as claimed. Sherry includes a 
hydrophilic polymer in the composition as an essential ingredient. Applicant's also claim 
the amount of benzalkonium halide released from the wipe which results in the claimed 
property of Kill Efficiency Ratio which is not taught in the prior art. 

Applicant's specification paragraph [0123], examples, evidence and arguments of 
5/4/2010 explain that the selection and relative amounts of the components of the 
sanitizing formulation can allow control over the amount of antimicrobial agent absorbed 
in the wiper and not released. As the prior art does not teach the composition as 
claimed, nor does the prior art teach or suggest the amount of benzalkonium chloride 
available or released from the wiper to provide antimicrobial efficiency, it is not 
reasonable to presume that the amount of benzalkonium halide released from the wiper 
is in the claimed range and would provide the claimed Kill Efficiency Ratio for E. Coli 
and S. Aureus.
